The officers of the student 
body presented to the principals 
a petition and constitution of a 
plan for self-government among 
the students.

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Honor 


Honor is a word that should mean much to all of us. It is a 
word that embodies many of the characteristics that go to make 
the boy of today the straightforward, dependable man of to- 
morrow. 

Take for instance this school. The majority of the boys here 
have high ambitions for future life. They desire to become prom- 
inent men with a good character to back up their successes. No 
by can attain his ideal, if his ideal be a good one, that has left his 
personal honor in the background. Nevertheless, some boys will 
throw aside their self-respect and all of their honor in order to 
receive a grade in their lessons that means in the end nothing at all, 
while they are at the same time ruining their characters. 

What does one go to school for?—To learn, to acquire knowl- 
edge that will prepare him for later life, and to train his mind to 
absorb the things taught him. What good is it going to do anyone 
to violate his personal honor in order to make a passing mark, 
when, in the end, he knows very little or nothing of the subject he 
has passed in? If such a course is adopted, one leaves school not 
only with an improper knowledge of the subjects taught to him, 
but also with a blight on his character that will tend to drag him 
down. 

It is impossible to bluff one’s way through a lifetime. One may 
not be apprehended during his school days, but it is hardly reason- 
able to expect to live through one’s whole lifetime without being 
checked up on. Here and at other schools where there is an honor 
system, no one checks up on you, for they believe in you and trust 


you. Why misplace this trust put in you? Business life is not like 
school life where there is an honor system and it is taken for 
granted that you are playing fair, for in business life a constant 
check is being made on everyone. After you get out in the world 
it will be impossible to bluff your way for any length of time, and 
if you bluffed your way through school, when it becomes necessary 
to fall back on your previous trainings and teachings, you are 
hopelessly lost. 

Stop and meditate on this for a while and see if you are rid- 
ing for an inevitable fall, or if you possess the qualities of a real 
man that will take you to the top. 


School Life 


School life is largely a matter of acquiring ideals. Though the 
student in few cases realize it, the instructors are constantly try- 
ing to instill in his mind those ideals which go to make high minded, 
useful citizens. Truthfulness and honesty are constantly stressed 
through one’s school career. These virtues are further emphasized 
by “fair play” which prevails in school contests and in examina- 
tions. In many cases spiritual development is effectively advanced 
in school. Y. M. C. A. is conclusive to the increase of the stu- 
dents interest in things pertaining to spiritual matters. The per- 
sonal example of religious teachers—and most teachers are relig- 
ious—has much to do with the formation of spiritual ideas, the 
furthering of the principles taught by the man of Galilee. 

One learns in school to make the most of life, to live his life 
to the fullest, and take the good things that life has to offer. One 
finds that this'is best done by serving his fellow man. That is— 
Usefulness to others is the key to happiness. 

Not the least thing about school life is it’s influence on life in 
years to come. In school one’s sphere of usefulness is increased 
or enlarged by his participation in the School activities. Educated 
persons are_constantly in demand for the great positions in life. 
Where one uneducated person succeeds, ten fail. We, hearing 
of the one who succeeds are prone to forget the ten who fail. 

Th friendships formed are usually lasting ones. Being form- 
ed when the mind is approaching the stage of maturity, they re- 
main with us when other friendships are forgotten. Even though 
a school offered no other advantages, it would be well worthwhile 
for the friends made within it’s bounds.
